official statem ent of the physicians that 
the opening of a few stitches of the 
wound cannot give rise to other com ­ 
plications. 
Dr. Rixey said the opening 
of the wound was In no sense an opera­ 
tion. 
It was a more redressing of the 
wound to allay a slight irritation that 
had appeared. 
The fact that the wound in the presi­ 
dent's abdomen not healing by 
“iirtt 
intention’’ is not a feature at all un­ 
usual in such cases, explained one of 
the president’s physicians. 
On the contrary it is usual for gun 
shot wounds to heal by w hat is termed 
“ second in tention,” through granula­ 
tion.

Austin, Tex., Sept. l l . — Anarchy and 
socialism in its various forms were se*1 
▼erely 
denounced 
this m orning by 
the house. 
In a long debate on the res­ 
olutions condemning anarch the m em­ 
bers were in favor of exterm inating the 
anarchists.

Dr. liix 
ey was asked about those reports and 
he replied earnestly w ithout any hesita 
tion w hatever: 
“ These statem ents ar<£ not true. 
The 
president is not in a serious condition 
there is no alarm over nim. 
The fact 
are ju st as stated in the regular bulletins 
of physicians who are anxious that tin 
public shall be fully &o<jtutm$ed with 
the tru th .” 
The scare caused by even tho faintest 
indication of trouble in connection with 
the president’s wound, coming on the 
heels of study and continued improve 
m eut, was only natural nuder the cir­ 
cumstances. 
But there is absolutely n< 
reason to doubt the frankness of th. 
official statem ent of the physicians that 
the opening of a few stitches of the 
wound cannot give rise to Other com­ 
plications. 
D r. Rixey said the opening 
of the wound was in no sense an opera­ 
tion. 
It was a mere redressing of the 
wound to allay a slight irritation that 
had appeared. 
The fact that tho wound in the presi­ 
dent s abdomen not healing by 
“firtt 
intention” is not a feature at all un­ 
usual in such cases, explained one of 
the president's physicians. 
On the contrary it is usual for gun 
shot wounds to heal by w hat is termed 
“ second intention,” through granula­ 
tion. 
Especially is this the case w ith 
older persons, whereas in case of young 
people they usually heal b y ’ “ first in­ 
tention.” 
As the m orning advanced and the 
usual activities of the day began, a feel­ 
ing of confidence 
began 
to 
grow 
stronger. 
The day was bleak and 
cheerless and gave a rather gloomy as- 
pect to the surroundings. 
The sky was 
overcast w ith promises of rain. 
Tin 
scene about the house much the same 
as it has been for the last four days. 
M ilitary 
patrol shifted and sentries 
who paced before the honse throughout 
the night gave place to fresh men. 
The follow ing bulletin was issued by 
the president's physician at » a. rn.: 
“ Ih e president rested comfortably 
during the night. 
A decided benefit 
followed the dressing of the wound 
made last night. 
His stomach toler­ 
ates beef juioe well and is taken with 
great satisfaction. 
His condition this 
m orning is excellent. 
His physicians state it will be 
weeks before he can leave Buffalo. 
Buffalo, Sept. JI.—The president con­ 
tinues to improve. 
Beef tea has been 
given him and from now on will be 
given more substantial food. 
The following bulletin was issued by 
the president’s 
physicians 
at 10:80 
o olook last night after a lengthy consul­ 
tation: 
“ The condition of the president is un- 
changed in all im portant particulars. 
His tem perature is 100.6; pulse 114; res­ 
piration 28. 
When the operation “was done on 
Friday last, it was noted that the bul- 
let had carried w ith it a short distance 
beneath the skin, a fragm ent of the 
president s coat, this foreign m atter was 
removed, but a slignt irritation of the 
tissues was produced, the evidences of 
which has appeared only tonight. 
It 
lias been necessary owing to this slight 
disturbance to remove a few stitches 
aud partially open the skin wound. 
This incident caunot give rise to other 
complications, but it is comm unicated 
to tile public as the surgeons in a t­ 
tendance w ish to make their bulletins 
entirely frank. 
In consequence of this separation of 
edges of the surface wound, the 
healing of the same will be som ewhat 
delayed. 
The president is well enough 
to begin to take nourishment by tho 
mouth in the form of pure beef juice.”
